r There was much mystery concern- 
ing the reason for Dr. Springer’s dis- 
charge. The coroner said the physi- 
cian had fafled to renew a $15,000 
surety bond which lapsed three months 
ago and could not therefore act legally 
as a coroner’s physician. He admit- 
ted Dr. Springer was one of his most 
valuable men and that he had refused 
to accept his resignation several times 
in the last few months. 

Police Antagonism Rumored. 
Those interested searched deeper 
and found an explanation in the com- 
ments of police and other officials 
whose activities bring them in ‘contact 
with the coroner’s office. It was ru- 
mored that Dr. Springer antagonized 
the police and otHers by taking on 
more authority than is delegated to a 
coroner’s physician. 

Thus the physician, arriving at the 
scene of a murder would not only ex- 
amine the body, as was his duty, but 
sometimes would attempt an investiga- 
tion of the murder, it was said. At

to conduct the investigation along 
thetr own lines.

The convention “is an annex to the Polish-Rovu- 
manian treaty of March, 1926. It is in effect an 
arrangement for military aid and codperation in 
case of war and notably of war with Russia or 
Germany. Its authors are the general staffs of the 
two countries and involves the -assistance of 
France. A covering letter points out that France 
has codrdinated her policy with that of the Franco- 
Polish treaty of 1921, which commits France to 
help Poland in case of attack -»y Germany or Rus- 
sia. The convention provides that each party is 


case of attack by any third power, but the obii- 
gation ends if either party attacks a third: power, | 
in which case either of the two parties retains full 
Uberty of action. In case of an armed conflict of 
Poland with Germany, if Russia aids Germany, 
Roumanian troops may pass over. Polish territory 
to relieve Polish tropps in ‘the zone east of ‘Brody. 
Similar provisions cover the case of war between 
Poland and Russia, or Roumania and Hungary, or 
Roumania and Bulgaria: Article 6 provides for 
contributions of material and men n by France and 
Poland.

And we would 
add, not only the statesmen of Warsaw and Bucha- 
rest, but Ukewise..the -stateemen of the Qual 
d’Orsay.

The church must approach the problem of crime 
prevention with a full recognition of this distinc 
tion between its functions and that of the state. 
The-state is composed of citizens, each of whom 
has an absolute right to cast his vote and throw all 
his influence against the public welfare and for 
the benefit of his own personal, selfish interest. 
Such is the theory of democracy, and the church 
must tolerate it. Intolerance is a fatal weakness. 
The church, on the other hand, though it must rec- 
|} egnize this legal right, must and does deny the 
moral right of any citizen so to vote or act. 

The scope of the activity of the church is neces- 
sarily limited. It cagnot assume the prerogative 
‘of the state. It should not enter directly into poli- 
tics. Above all things, it must not use force. The 
‘Master’s words to his hot tempered disciple, Peter, 
“They that take the sword shall perish by the 
sword,” apply to the religious activities of today. 


ticularly by example, not by physical force, so to 
or | develop the ethical standards of its members that 
their influence in political life shall insure the 
proper ctioning of government. 

The most obvious line of approach by the church 
to the crime problem is to inquire what are the 
causes of the exceptional crime situation of today. 
It has been charged to the world war, the new free- 
dom, the breakdowm of the home, and to various 
cther, things, all of which, no dorbt, are in some 
measure contributory causes. England, however, 
bas experienced most of these things, and is still 
able to repress crime. This leads one to question 
vhether the prevalence of crime may not be due 
more to superficial causes than to any fundamental 
change in the morals of the people. 

The crime situation can be controlled in large 
measure at once without waiting for the regenera- }- 
tion of the home or the revision of the criminal 
laws. This can be done by the enforcement of the 
laws as they stand. . In this connection the church 
has a plain duty. Without abating its efforts to 
adjust the relationships of home to the new free- 
dom of thought, or to obtain a revision of the 
laws, thé church may well give its attention to the 
enlistment of all of its members in the concerted 
efforts now — made to secure efficient law en- 
forcement. 

Most of those within the churches and most citi- 
zens-outside of the churches are right at heart, 
but that is not enough. Courage and a discerning 
conscience are needed. Church members, startled 
by pulpit appeals for civic righteousness, have been 
known openly to denounce crooked politicians and 
espouse the cause of their honest opponents, but, 
fearing to lose the good will of the opposing candi- 
date for alderman or assessor in case he should 


campaign funds of both parties. The grafter in 
politics receives a large part of his support from 
responsible citizens of this sort, from whom he ex- 
ects tribute in money or influence. The church can 
at least point out the dishonesty of yielding to 
such exactéons. : | 

The reason underlying penalties for crime should 
be made clear. Some approve punishment for the 
benefit of the criminal that he may be reformed. 
The public often demands it, particularly in the 
case of atrocious crimes, *fsolely for the sake of 
vengeance. The church should make plain that 
there is no moral right to punish a man for the 
sake of revenge or even for his own good. The 
only justification | for such punishment is its ef- 
fectiveness for the protection of society. 

The: church may well undertake also a study of 
the facts, utilizing the work of the various organi- 
zations now engaged in this task. It can: utilize 
the work of such organizations as the Chicago 
Crime commission and the Illinois Association for 
Criminal Justice, recently to make a 
state-wide survey.

Facts are coming to light with reference to the 
sdministration of the criminal law which should 
Le known by the churches and by the public. It 
may mot be generally known -that of, the 5,600 
prisoners in the penal institutions of this state 
‘there are 1,340 who were originally charged with 
the crime of robbery with a “dangerous weapon, 
and were not tried for this offense, but were per- 
mitted to pledd guilty to plain robbery, or larceny, 
for which: the sentence may be much less severe. 
It may not be gerierally known, probably few 
juries ever know, that under the law and the rules 
a twenty year sentence to the penitentiary may 
te served in six years and eleven months, a ten 
year sentence in four years, three months, and fif- 
teen days. Thus severe sentences for atrocious 
crimes may be reduced, if the criminal is not 
caught violating prison rules, to approximately a 
half or a third the period designated by the court 
or jury and reported to the public. These facts are 
mentioned merely as illustrations of what the 
churches can readily ascertain. How many of our 
churches are giving serious thought to the ascer- 
tainment of facts about the crime situation? :

Down in Night 


. Oct. 16.—(P)—In the dark] 


of last night eleven persons perished 
in the waters of the lower St. 
Lawrence river when the steamer 
Guide foundered eight miles from Cod- 
bout, some 200 miles from here. 

The cause of the disaster to the 150 
ton boat, a steel passenger and cargo 
earrier, is not known. The only theory 
advanced is that its cargo shifted in 
the heavy seas, causing it.to capsize. 
The vessel was returning along its 
route from north shore st. Lawrence 
points and had passed Polnt des Monts, 
fifteen miles from where it sank, with- 
out giving any distress signals. 

Further, it is thought the disaster 
must have been sudden or the ship 
would have been brought nearer shore 
in an attempt at beaching had there 
been appreciable warning. No wireless 
was carried. News of the loss did not 
reach here until noon today.

that, with the exception of expensive 
cars, the American makes an ordinary 
,Beries of bodies, whereas, with the ex- 
ception of the “smallest and cheapest 
‘makes, French cars usually have in- 
‘dividually made custom bodies, which 


maturally make them more attractive |: 


to the eye. But a good deal has been 
Been of American cars in Europe and 
there is no lack of visitors at the 
American stands. It is said that auto- 
mobile makers and dealers pay more 
attention to.the United States exhibits 
than the general public. This is be- 
cause, while the American exhibits 
lacked flashiness, our cars have many 
features which are attracting the at- 
tention of French manufacturers. A 
great deal of study had been put on 
the problem of how to give the licht, 
fast turning European motors the hill 
climbing ability of the heavier Amert- 
can motors and the American suspen- 
sion arrangements have been largely 
copied. 

Of course with the present exchange 
rates and hampering of customs duties 
the sales of American cars:over here 
ran up against the fact that our cars 
cost more than the European cars 
of the same class. And so many conti-

ITH 76 bills having some bear- 

ing upon the use of motor ve 

hicles before it, the first ses- 
sion of the seventy-ninth con- 
gress, which adjourned last month un- 
til Nov. 10, made a creditable showing 
of legislation affecting motorists by 
enacting 14 of these bills into law, ac- 
cording to an analysis of recent con- 
gressional legislation issued by the leg- 
islative bureau of the Chicago Motor 
club. These bills were equally divided 
between measures of national impor- 
tance and those conferring local bene- 
fits. 

On many of the measures intro- 
duced, no action was taken. The cal- 
endars of both houses were heavily 
loaded with bills of national impor- 
tance and some of the committees took 
the view that the public interest in the 
less important motor vehicle and road 
bills was not enough to justify giving 
them priority. However, all bills pend- 
ing at-the close of the first session of 
congress will be automatically carried 
over to the second session which will 
convene Nov. 10. 

‘The following summary of the legis- 
lative situation at the time congress 
adjourned was prepared by the Amer-

“When an owned a 
municipal corporation is being ope- 
rated in the exercise of a public func- 
tion, the municipality is ordinarily not 
liable for its negligent operation. 
When such an automobile is being 
used in the performance of a private 
corporate function, the city may be 
held liable for the negligence of the 
driver. Thus a city has been held not 
liable for negligence in the operation 
of an ambulance used in connection 
with a public hospital, or in the opera- 
tion of automobiles in its fire and po- 
lide system; whereas a city has been 
held Mable for negligence in the opera- 
tion of a car in the maintenance of a 
municipal lighting system. 

“An automobile owner is 
ble for the conduct of his chauffeur 
while performing the business of the 
owner. Between the owner of the auto- 
mobile and his chauffeur, while the 
latter is engaged in the owner’s busi- 
-ness, the relation of master and serv- 
ant exists and the rules of law appli 
cable to that relation apply. 

“As a rule an automobile owner is 
liable for negligence resulting in in 
‘Juries to a guest while an occupant 
of his car.

Surveys of the city as a whole have 
shown recently that Chicago has a 
greater proportion of building and loan 
associations which cater especially. to

most any other metropolis in the world. 


proximately the man who is earning 
between $40 and $50 a week. . 
The home he builds and which he 


can reasonably expect to pay for in|

mum of $6,000 and a maximum of 
$12,000. 

These are only approximate figures, 
but they include within them the home 
owning transactions of the vast ma- 
jority of the home builders today.

within the reach of any thrifty salary 
earner and yet attractive enough to 
satisfy a naturally critical taste. 

In Western Suburbs. 

They are to be found in the west- 
erly sections of Chicago and in the 
western suburbs, particularly Berwyn, 
Riverside, La Grange, Hinsdale, Cicero, 
and Brookfield. There is nothing of 
the Jerry type of building about them, 
for they have all been carefully rated 
as to the four essentials of home build 
ing—permanence, fireproof construc 
tion, low fuel cost, and comfort. :

Not the latter from 
the. French point of view, however. 
Here she is spoken of as an attractive, 
beautiful woman. She looks different. 
There isn’t another Frenchwoman who 
looks like her. 

Accepting the Inevitable. 

Instead of burying ‘her face in her. 
hands and weeping over' what might 
have been in noses, this Parisian fa 
vorite accepted her singular charac- 
teristic as something individual to her 
—and powders it heavily so that it be- 
comes more noticeable instead of try- 
ing to hide it under artifices, which 
she claims would be ineffective, any- 
way. 

The Frenchwoman’'s philosophy, as 
nearly as I can make it out, is “"What 
cafimot be cured may be endured if 
you have the courage to accept it as 
something that makes you stand out 
and apart from others.” A bad fea- 
turé may be a best one if it makes you 
unlike all other women. 

The American woman considers her 
bad feature or features in precisely 
the opposite frame of mind. The 
Frenchwoman would tell you to put 

thé rouge on near the nose if your 
face is thin, to make it appear still 
thinner. Of course, she would be far 
too clever to make herself appear ema- 
or grotesque. but she would ac-

centuate the chief characteristic. On 
the other hand, if the face is broad she 
has a theory that you cannot do much 
anyway to make it appear narrower, 
s0 why not place the rouge at the 
edge of the cheek and up toward the 
temples to make it slightly broader? 

In a restaurant where the clientéle 
was largely French I counted, one eve- 


ning, a half dozen Frenchwomen who. 


had rouged the thick lower lip to make 
it seem thicker. The lower lip ex- 
tended in several instances and there 
was no attempt with the rouge stick 
to reduce its appearance, At the same 
hour and place I counted five who had 
accentuated the full upper lip instead 
of attempting to paint a perfect mouth 
with each lip in standard proportion. 
Full ear lobes, too, are tinted with 
rouge to make them different and draw 
attention to this part of;the head. Hol- 
lows in the neck were made apparent 
by the spot of rouge; and those with 
full, rounded necks powdered them 
heavily in the tint which followed the 
natural coloring of the individual. 


Powder to Suit the Skin. 


Frenchwomen rarely use a powder 
in the color purchased. Instead, they 
Duy severai tones and mix and remix 
the shades until they have the exact 
tint suitable to the skin. Pink and 
white and brunette shades may all be 
employed in proper ratio to obtain the 
desired coloring. And this is another 
feature that places each woman on a 
basis of individuality.

The great national characteristic of 
making up the eyes and eyelids heavily 
will probably always -rest with the 
women of France. But there are sev- 
eral lessons, even in modification, that 
American women can learn from them.

But it nearly always turns out to be due to the 
Postoffice’s laborious and often extremely ingenious efforts 
-to remedy my blunder. The mifsaddressed letter is hauled all 
over the country, and tried on a whole herd of possible can- 
didates. When it gets back at last it is covered with nota- 
tions, sometimes of a judicially tart character. 
such efforts to deliver the undeliverable must often run to 
large sums. But I am charged nothing for my error, not 
even 2 cents for bringing my letter back.

until the addressee sends stamps to cover the deficiency. 
What could be more absurd? I receive such notices con- 
stantly, and never send the stamps. In consequence, the 
matter held up must be returned to the senders. Wouldn't it 
be simpler to forward it to me and collect at my door? Cer- 
tainly it must cost far more to bombard me withnotices, and 
then get nothing. ‘ 

But it is in the tal rates-that the peculiar density of 
the higher official mind is best revealed. As they stand, they 
are so insane that it is impossible to describe them without 
being suspected of mendacity. In some cases they are 80 
cheap that they run far below the cost of handling mail; in 
other cases they are so high that they make the use of the 
mails an almost prohibitive luxury. If I want to send an 
ordinary magazine, weighing say ten ounces, from my home 
in Baltimore to a friend in the next street the cost is 7 cents. 
But if I send the same magazine to a friend in Auckland, 
New Zealand, the cost is but 5 cents. A book weighing 18 
ounces, sent fromi New York to San Francisco, costs 26 
cents. The same book, sent to the most remote postoffice in 
the Andes, costs but 9 cents.

Then they would toss\him into a ring 
with ten or twelve of his murderous pals, and he jest nat- 
urally had to fight his way out.

No, Black Boy doesn’t know much about fightin’, but 
when he hits he jest naturally hits, and he doesn’t want to 
hurt any one, not even a mauler.

First Aerial Concert. ‘ 


Never before has it been possible 
tw project the human voice or music 
from the air without both sending and 
,eceptive radio apparatus. It was the 
wurst aerial concert ever presented and 
wmarked the culmination of several 
years of extensive research and experi- 
inentation in problems of sound am- 
plitication and control that heretofore, 
remained unsolved. 

This entire amplifying apparatus, 
consisting of a microphone, amplifier 
punels with the necessary batteries 


and power supply apparatus, control 


>witches and special loud speaking pro- 
jectors, was mounted entirely within 
the body of the plane. No part of the 
equipment was visible from the out- 
side. The three special loud speaking 
projectors were mounted vertically, 


one in back of the other, and with the 


bell end pointing earthward. The am- 
plifier panel was suspended by means 
of shock cords and tension springs in 
order to prevent injury to the equip- 
ment during takeoff and landimg opera- 
tions. A close talking microphone 
constituted the medium by which mes- 
sages and music were directed into the 
amplifying equipment.

tiorms are designed to foster good will | 


and derive indirect advertising—the 
advertising of a trademark or slogan 
—and gome are operated for the propa~ 
gation of educationa] and religious 
causes, They*are supported, in the 
majority of instances, by the organ- 
ization itself, with no direct pecuniary 
return. 


A few stations sell periods of their | 


broadcasting time to other advertis- 
ers and thus pay the broadcAsting 
bills. In Kansas City, at station WHB, 
annual “box seats” were sold to lis- 
teners for the “ invisible theater.”’ The 
listeners, according to the plan, should 
pay a certain visible fee for the box 
seat, for which they should receive 
a visible season ticket and regular 
visible programs for the invisible 
theater. 

It is difficult for many a small or 
ganization to support a broadcasting 
Station on the theory of indirect ad- 
vertising. Which is why many of 
them cease broadcasting. The scheme 
they use in St. Bouis, at station 


‘| KMOX, of assembling twelve business 


houses to pay for the broadcasting 
jointly, is one we like, because each 
of the twelve receives its fair share 
of time on the air and the station is 
in little danger of flopping N. S. F. 


But to get back to WCCO, where this 
parade started. There is a fine sta- 
tion conducted on a unique plan. It is 
owned by the Washburn Crosby com-
